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Spring Carnival Preview

Kcv.cr.uy, a Student Day Cuirmn 
tee was set up by President Hogan to 

review the location, scope, and 
presence of alcohol at Spring Car¬ 
nival. The committee is represented 
b> ten faculty, staff, and student 
members with Professor Alan Doerr 
as its chairperson. 

Spring Carnival '85 will “focus on 
non-alcoholic participatory events 
with an emphasis on faculty-student 
activities.” A main objective of the 
Student Day Committee is 
faculty/staff involvement. The com¬ 
mittee hopes to establish a “carnival” 
atmosphere with fun activities. Var¬ 
ious participatory and entertainment 
events will be scheduled throughout 
the day. Present ideas include the for¬ 
mation of softball teams as well as a 
road race. 

The question of whether alcohol is 
necessary for the success of Spring 
Carnival has been given extensive 
research. Because alcohol is not th$ 
main focus of this day. necessary pro¬ 
visions will be made to control this 
issue. Student members of the com¬ 
mittee have suggested the following 
recommendations in support of alco¬ 
hol for Spring Carnival: 

1. An increased supply of non¬ 
alcoholic beverages. 

2. Optional supply of low- 
alcohol content beverages. 

3. Strict control of alcohol 
content. 

Professor Shapiro, a member of the 
committee, feels last year’s Spring 
Carnival “was very positive and if 


propcrlv controlled, the dispensing o L 

limited amounts of beer to qualified 

students would be acceptable this 
year.” Other campus leaders includ¬ 
ing Dean Donahoe, Chief Rowe, and 
Dr. McGauvran, have recognized 
that “beer dispensed under strict con¬ 
trol could be an asset to the Univer¬ 
sity. Furthermore, the University will 
be applying soon for a liquor license. 

The location of Spring Carnival is 
another important issue. If possible, 
the event will be held on an “accept¬ 
able University site, preferably the 
North Campus athletic field.” In 
making this decision, “the Activities 
Commission will ensure that noise 
control and public relations with resi¬ 
dents in the immediate area be ac¬ 
complished.” Also, no beverages, 
glass containers, or flip tabs will be 
allowed into the Spring Carnival site. 

According to Tricia Mann, a mem¬ 
ber of the Student Day Committee, 
the Lowell Police Department and the 
principal of Lowell High School will 
be consulted concerning Spring Car¬ 
nival. Their presence at a committ- 
tee meeting will serve as a means of 
communication in order to “iron out 
problems before they happen.” 

These efforts of the Student Day 
Committee are to ensure that Spring 
Carnival “will be a day worth 
remembering and not one forgotten 
in a drunken stupor.” In summary, 
Tricia Mann states it’s reassuring to 
know that the administration cares 
about the students to help in planning 
this essential function.”

South Campus - Senator Edward 
Kennedy and Chester Atkins, Candi¬ 
date for the 5th Congressional dis¬ 
trict, spoke to a packed room of peo¬ 
ple in ULowelfs media center room 
in O’Leary Library. 

The two men spoke out on a broad 
range of issues. Atkins was making 
one of his last major campaign 
speeches before the election on 
Tuesday. 

This was Atkins second trip to the 
University. His first time here was in 
last June when he announced his can¬ 
didacy. Atkins has come a long way 
since then and has gained a lot of 
respect from the locals and the 
University. 

Atkins spoke about ULowell and 
said, “The University of Lowell has 
an excellent reputation in this city, but 
it's a reputation that’s international 


Congressman James M. Snannon 
(D-MA). an outspoken opponent of

“I’m also going to be 
working on student loans and scholar¬ 
ships... we made that commitment 
and that investment in education.” 
He said that he would work on pro¬ 
grams “that would assure the seniors 
the dignity and security that they 
deserve.” “1 want to work with you 
until this school achieves its full 
potential.” “The best has yet to come 
for the University of Lowell.”

kins commented that he would do 
everyting in his power to get the bus¬ 
iness community to support the work 
study programs for a strong commit¬ 
ment and a strong national commit¬ 
ment. He said directly to President 
Hogan, “lam going to do everything 
1 can to ensure that there is an ade¬ 
quate amount of parking here.” 

Atkins said that he wouldn't forget 
the city of Lowell because this city 
has been very, very good to him. At¬ 
kins commented on the downtown 
and the urban national parks and 
described Lowell as “a city upon a 
hill that should be an example for ev¬ 
ery other older industrial city in the 
world.” 

Atkins received a large round of 
applause assuring the audience that 
he’d work hard because “America is 
moving for strong arms control 
negotiations and America will say 
‘No* to the first use of nuclear 
weapons.” 

Atkins said that he hopes “you all 
can keep a commitment to the Mer¬ 
rimack Valley, a commitment to 
Lowell and Lawrence and a commit¬ 
ment to the University and I look for¬ 
ward to coming back many, many 
times again with Senator Kennedy 
and with others and 1 hope we can 
bring a Democratic president of the 
United States here to this city.” 

He urges everyone to go out and 
vote and said that he would be mak¬ 
ing decisions of a lifetime “about a 
kind of country that we have and 
whether this country will pursue a 
path to peace...with opportunities to 
all, not just a few of the wealthy. 

Atkins introduced Kennedy saying 
that it is his pleasure to introuduce 
somebody who has made us all proud 
to be from Massachusetts. Kennedy 
received a standing ovation from the 
audience. 

Kennedy, who is an strong support¬ 
er of Atkins, praised him as an “ef¬ 
fective leader in the Democratic 
party...who is fair as well as firm.” 
“Chet Atkins is the congressman who

Johnny, johnny, He’s Our Man Drinking Age Battle Isn’t Over Yet 



As you walk through the doors of 
the Fox Hall lobby, you may or may 
not notice Johnny DeFreitas, but you 
can bet that he notices you. It is his 
job as a ULowell Campus Police 
Officer to supervise the flow of peo¬ 
ple, dormers and visitors included, in 
and out of Fox Hall. 

Johnny DeFreitas has been with the 
ULowell Campus Police for the past 
six years, and five and a half have 
been spent at Fox. He works every 
Monday through Friday. 3-11 p.m., 
and one of his duties is making sure 
that only those people who belong in 
Fox. for one reason or another, get 
through the doors. 

He makes a point to know as man> 
dormers as possible on a personal lev¬ 
el. But since this task is never end¬ 
ing, he learns faces. He also studies 
the mannerisms and actions of ‘the 
normal student* so that he can recog¬ 
nise those who do not belong. He not 
only gets to know the faces of the 
dormers, but also the faces of their 
visiting friends and parents. While 
speaking with him, 1 noticed that his 
eyes constantly scanned the lobby, 
and he checked out everyone that 
walked through the doors. He 
watched the doors to make sure that 
nobody that should not be in the hall 
got inside. 

Another thing 1 noticed was that he 
has a fantastic rapport with the dorm¬ 
ers. 1 spoke with him for only twenty 
minutes, yet within that time, two stu¬ 
dents stopped to say hello, and one 


of them showed him photographs of 
her friends. Everyone else that passed 
by either waved or smiled at him. 

He feels that forming these friend¬ 
ly relationships with the dormers is 
important because friendship de¬ 
velops naturally into trust, and that 
is a big part of his job. Every student 
that lives in Fox Hall has put their 
trust in Johnny and all the other 
officers; the dormers' safety and 
security depends on them. 

But just because Johnny enjoys his 
job at Fox, and the people he works 
with, do not get the wrong 
impression—his job is not all fun and 
games. Even though he is friendly 
with aloe of the dormers, he knows 
where and when to draw the line. The 
dormers know and respect him, and 
therefore follow his instructions more 
easily. Johnny has successfully 
learned how to create a balance be¬ 
tween his friendships w ith the dorm¬ 
ers and his authority over them. 

Johnny sees himself as a big 
brother to all the dormers, someone 
they can trust, respect, and run to 
when there is a problem. And, if a 
problem should arise, feel safe that 
Johnny can handle himself well. He 
is in top physical condition, jogging 
three miles and working out on nau- 
talis two hours each day.

Those who think a national 
21-year-old drinking age will become 
a fact by 1986 may soon have to think 
again. Though federal legislation 
seems bent on forcing the states into 
adopting higher drinking age age laws 
by withholding 10% of their federal 
highway tax money if they don’t, a 
number of observers think some 
states won’t comply. They’ll be for¬ 
feiting big bucks if they refuse - a 
total $22 million for Wisconsin in 
1986 and 1987, for example but some 
analysts says the lost highway taxes 
will still be less than projected loss¬ 
es in taxes and fees associated with 
liquor sales. 

For students, however, the point is 
justice, not money. Bob Bingaman, 
spokesman for the United States Stu¬ 
dent Association, says the law is pa¬ 
tently wrong-headed and students as¬ 
sociations across the country are 
gearing up to make their state legis¬ 
lation understand that. “On a gut lev¬ 
el, 1 think it's a civil rights issue,” 
he says. “How can you tell this age 
group, ‘You can vote. You can sue 
and be sued. You can marry. You can 
serve in the military, but you can’t 
drink.*? It’s absurd!” 

Bingaman says his group and 
others are considering a constitutional 
challenge to the law in court. The 
25th Amendment reserves control of 
alcohol to the states, and critics see 
the coming battle over the drinking 
age as a states' rights issue. 

At the U. of Texas-Austin, Rodney 
Scholosser. student body president, 
says ne expects the battle to break 
there in January. “1* don't want to 
let the whole world to know about all 
our bullets before we shoot them.” 
he says, but suggests the students' 
general plan of attack will include 
lobbying, educational efforts, and the 
drafting of positive, alternative 
legislation.

creased four-fold after raining its 
drinking age to 19. Teens had no 
trouble getting liquor, but took to the 
dangerous and boring privacy of their 
cars to drink it. It was only when 
Minnesota passed stiff driving-while- 
intoxicated or DWI laws that traffic 
fatalities began to decrease. 

That’s the kind of legislation 
Schlosser has a mind, and, in fact, the 
Texas Student Lobby has been on 
record behind tougher DWI laws for 
the last 2 years. “We would like to 
have positive DWI legislation ready 
to do in January so legislators can 
vote for something instead of just 
having to vote against the 21-year- 
old law,” he says. Schlosser expects 
no trouble in mobilizing massive stu¬ 
dent support for these efforts. The 
law, he says, has raised their cons¬ 
ciousness more than any other issue 
in the last 10 years because it dirrectly 
touches their lives as defense spend¬ 
ing and other issues don't. 

At the U. of Wisconsin-EAU 
Claire, president of the student body 
Randy Curtissays they’re trying to 
mobilize the support of private busi¬ 
ness in fighting the new law. Students 
have blanketed the supermarkets in 
town and all the bars on Water St. 
with petitions, and they’re stumping 
for a public awareness club called “1 
am driving.” Perticipating bar own¬ 
ers agree to provide non-alcoholic 
drinks to club members who, in turn, 
act as chauffeur for the drinking 
members of their group. Member¬ 
ships cost nothing and participation, 
says Curtis, is high. 

Meanwhile 2 researchers at Boston 
University are leading their support 
to the under-21-year olds. Research 
by Robert Smith and Ralph Hingson 
in the second of Behavioral Science 
suggests that raising the drinking has 
no effect on overall traffic deaths or 
on the drinking habbits of teenagers. 
“1 think teenagers have been unfair 


ly singled out,” says Smith. 

Smith and Hingson studied fatal 
crashes in the 3-year period after 
Massachusetts raised its drinking 
from 18-20 and compared those pat¬ 
terns with New York which did not 
raise its legal drinking age. They 
found New York fatalities declined 
almost as much as Massachusetts. 
More-over there was no reduction 
among 16- and 17-year-olds, the 
group primarily targeted by the new 
law. 

Conclusions faulty 

The Boston researchers have seri¬ 
ous reservations about the conclu¬ 
sions Congress drew from the study 
it looked at in drafting the 21-year- 
old drinking age law. That study 
looked at statistics from nine states 
which raised their drinking ages, and 
found a 28% reduction in single¬ 
vehicle, night-time crashes (those 
most associated with alcohol). But the 
survey found only an 1 1 % reduction 
in overall crashes — a percentage 
statisticians say could be accounted 
for by chance variation. As hingson 
puts it: “They have ‘suggestive data’ 
but not conclusive evicence.” 

The Smith-Hingson study includ¬ 
ed an opinion survey as well, and 
from the answers to those questions, 
they conclude that attacking teenage 
drunk driving through such punitive 
legislation may simply foster cyni¬ 
cism toward the legislative process 
and a disregard of law enforcement. 
At best, raising the drinking age to 
21 would reduce fatal traffic crashes 
by 2%, or 1,500 lives a year. 

Ironically, solid data exists to prove 
that mandatory seat-belt and airbag 
laws, which Congress has deferred 
until 1989, would refuse fatalities 
15% to 30% or a minimum of 15,000 
to 20,000 lives. Also, says Hingson, 
passive restraints do not require en¬ 
forcement to be effective as do both 
higher-drinking-age and DWI laws.

Riverside Parking Lot 
Is Scene of Suicide

ULowell - The body of a 41 year-old 
Lowell resident was discovered Mon¬ 
day in a van parked in the Riverside 
Lot near the University of Lowell 
South Campus. 

In a suicide complete with note, the 
man was found asphyxiated on a bed 
in the back of the van. He had placed 
a hose over the exhaust and fed it into 
the van’s interior. He covered the 
windows, locked the doors, then 
started the engine and lay down to 
die. By the time the act was detected 
Monday morning the engine had long 
since run out of gas and the man was 
dead. 

He was discovered by a friend who 
recognized the van while driving past 
the lot on Pawtucket Street at 8:45 
A.M.. When he encountered the sui¬ 
cide set-up of his friend, he became 
hysterical and began shouting for a 
hammer to break into the van. 

ULowell sophomore Barry Stcn- 
tiford, who had just parked next to 
the van,. was the first person he saw. 
According to Stentiford, “The guy 


ran up to me yelling,‘He’s dead, he’s 
dead! He killed himself! Get me a 
hammer!’ so 1 gave him a tire iron 
and he used it to smash in the pas¬ 
senger side window.” 

Stentiford said there was no chance 
to save the man’s life. “It was pretty 
obvious he was dead when 1 saw him. 
His eyes were half open, staring up. 
He had his hands neatly folded on his 
chest as if he had just waited there. 
He was cold.” 

The victim left a note. Stentiford 
says, “L was short and hard to read. 
It started, ‘To whom it may concern,’ 
then it asked that the van be returned 
to its owner--! guess he borrowed it. 
It had something about his girlfriend 
in it. Next to the note was a pack of 
cigarettes and a body donor card.” 
The body had been there for 12 
hours, according to police, who 
learned that the victim had been 
depressed previously and had dis¬ 
cussed taking his life several times. 

His identity is being w ithheld at this 
writing pending notification of next 
of kin.

TIPS ON INTERVIEWING 


The current demand for your degree is cer¬ 
tainly a large factor in your employment 
prospects. However, whether or not you land 
the job you want ultimately depends upon your 
skill in marketing your potential. 

AVOID THE NEGATIVE 
Jobs are seldom secured during the first few 
minutes of the introductory portion of inter¬ 
views. You can, however, kill your chance for 
success during that initial critical period. Here 
are examples of Negative Factors to avoid. 
Each have resulted in rejections during job 
interviews. 

1. Dress and grooming not compatible with 
vocational standards. 

2. Lack of planning for career - no purpose or 
goals - no interest in employer. 

3. Lack of interest and ehthusiasm - passive, 
indifferent. 

4. Lack of confidence and poise - no eye 
contact. 

5. Lack of courtesy - ill-mannered. 

6. Lack of social understanding - radical ideas. 

7. Lack of knowledge of field of specialization. 

ACCENTUATE THE POSITIVE 
It is the interviewer’s responsibility to inves¬ 
tigate and evaluate your qualifications and suita¬ 
bility for employment with his company...To 
do this a knowledge level about you must be 
established that is adequate for use as the basis 
for the judgement...Be positive in your 
responses.

Again, always be positive in your answers. 

Emphasize accomplishments and qualifica¬ 
tions... relate these to your personality, motivat¬ 
ing factors that influenced your performance, 
and the reasoning used in arriving at decisions. 

If weaknesses exist in your experience or aca¬ 
demic background don’t try to hide the if ques¬ 
tioned directly...mention them in context with, 
or relate them to factors of strength. 

NOT A ONE WAY STREET 
Don’t presume that the interview is, or should 
be, a one-sided affair...The interview is a meet¬ 
ing between two parties for the mutual exchange 
of information. You have something to see and 
it is up to you to convince the interviewer that 
you have what is sought...Also, the interview¬ 
er wants to see and hear you function as part 
of the evaluation. 

The initiative should remain with the inter¬ 
viewer as he tries to gain insight into your 


character, job aspirations and preparation, and 
how you might fit into the company in general 
and the job in particular. However, you should 
also ask questions. Your questions should be 
designed to help you evaluate the job and its 
organizational environment to see whether it 
matches your needs, aspirations and aptitudes. 

WATCH FOR CLUES 
Stay alert for clues that you are on the track 
and have the interviewer with you. If the per¬ 
son seems interested and relaxed, is following 
closely and encouraging you with comments, 
nods, expressions of interest, you’re probably 
right on...if the interviewer appears puzzled, 
stop and restate your reply.. .if he obviously has 
lost interest (starts doing things not related to 
the interview, such as sorting through papers 
or looking around) try getting him back by ask¬ 
ing if you covered the point adequately... At all 
times try to maintain eye contact as an aid in 
holding interest. 

Watch for indications that the interviewer has 
received enough information and is ready to 
close the interview. He or she will make this 
evident.. .Don’t try to extend it unless you have 
an extremely important question you desire to 
ask. If so, make it brief or you run the risk of 
overselling ;yourself and losing the good im¬ 
pression you have made. 

YOUR OBJECTIVE 
Finally, your objective is to create job op¬ 
portunity. Conduct your portion of the inter¬ 
view in this vein. Don’t waste precious minutes 
talking about job security, sick leave, retirement 
benefits, or salary. If you “hit” on the inter¬ 
view you’ll have plenty of opportunity to in¬ 
vestigate these aspects of the job at a later date.

Shirley 

Chisholm

Shirley Chisholm was the guest 
speaker last Friday night at the Na¬ 
tional Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People's 75th An¬ 
niversary. To an audience exceeding 
three hundred in the Windsor Mills, 
she spoke powerfully about freedom 
and civil rights. It was a mixed crowd 
of young and old, black and white. 

Concerning the coming election, 
Shirley talked of how many are una¬ 
ware of the issues — issues that direct¬ 
ly affect them. “We watch tv," she 
said vehemently, “ignore the issues, 
and focus on a smile or body lan¬ 
guage to elect our president. Don’t 
blame the politicians. Blame your¬ 
selves. because you don't make them 
accountable. You get what you 
deserve." 

She spoke of “our beloved presi¬ 
dent, our teflon president" who 
doesn't include the disadvantaged in 
society. Reagan presses military en¬ 
forcement “in the name of the defi¬ 
nition of freedom." He doesn't think 
of the harsh realities of the elderly, 
or of the school children who now 
have neither breakfast and lunch nor 
an education. They are out of sight 
and out of mind. In the shadows are 
the “homeless, hungry, havenots, 
and helpless." 

By writing, teaching, and travelling 
around the nation. Mrs. Chisholm 
hopes to create a new national state 
of mind that demands peace, 
prosperity, and equality for all 
Americans. In her travels, she saw 
that something had gone wrong. She 
saw the “cold whip of poverty." 
With emotion strong in her voice, she 
spoke of how the “faces tell you 
everything." Shirley has seen the 
workless, out of jobs because com¬ 
panies went overseas for a cheaper 
labor force. They live in abandoned 
cars, innocent of their fate. 

Shirley spoke adamantly about the 
needs of the hungry, unemployed, 
and those discriminated against. 
“You don't have to see a boot on a 
black man's neck to know that he has 
been held down." These are matters 
of civil rights. Don't judge on gender 
or amount of melanin in a person's 
skin. Equality has not yet been fully 
attained. The issues are stagnating 
and must be moved once again. 
America stands for freedom, which 
is still beyond the grasp of many. As 
Shirley said, “The struggle for civil 
rights, my friends, is not won." 

Mrs. Shirley Chisholm is a form¬ 
er congresswoman from New York, 
who sought the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for president in 1972. Although 
she was not successful, as the first 
Black woman to seek the nation's 
highest office, her name, her ideals, 
and her commitment became imbed¬ 
ded in America's consciousness. She 
is currently a professor at Mt. 
Holyoke College in Hadley. 

Her efforts made her an historic 
figure and she taught the lesson that 
for change to occur there must be 
bold individuals. Through examples 
and plain talk, she has encouraged 
many to shun the status quo and ef¬ 
fect change. Shirley dared to 
challenge tradition.

I didn’t ask to be born, but since 
1 had no choice in the matter, 1 was 
glad it happened [in September of 
1956], in a refined hospital on the up¬ 
per East Side of New York.I began 
speaking when 1 was nine months 
old... it’s true just ask Mummy, when 
my first words were “that will be a 
charge please.” Some people are 
good with their hands, I was good at 
curtseying and I got lots of practice 
at the Lenox School[\962-\91\] 
which is an all girls school.. When 
delivery men dropped off industrial 
strength tomato soup, we all checked 
our hair for flaws. That’s the truth! 

At the Riverdale Country School, 
[class of 1974],! was in grave danger 
of flunking out because female role 
models, not withstanding, there were 
boys in my class...and I mean Boys! 
They were not above playing volley¬ 
ball using second graders as the 
ball... 1 loved them. Unfortunately 
they didn’t love me as much as they 
loved my best friend at camp, who 
was known as “the pretty one,’’while 
1 was known as the funny one...which 
incidentally meant that 1 had to pay 
for my own lunch. Among other ac¬ 
complishments 1 was the token female 
editor of Riverdale Review, school 
newspaper. Chairman of the Gradu¬ 
ation Committee.. .and had a one line 
solo in Once Upon A Mattress, in 
which I had to walk offstage because 
1 was laughing so hard. This was the 
first time 1 brought shame to my fa¬ 
mily. My freshman year was spent at 
Barnard College where 1 decided 1 
was a serious poet. 

This did not go over well, as far 
as Mummy and Daddy were con 


cemed, because everyone knows seri¬ 
ous poets are required to were a lot 
of black. I looked “fast” without 
even knowing what “fast” meant. 
Sophmore year [1975] I transferred 
to Brown University where I became 
the Women's Director of WBRU-FM 
and edited the Alternative Newspaper 
for Rhode Island. What can l say? 1 
had a lot of friends, some of whom 
were boys. After graduating with 
honors [ 1978], still as a serious poet, 
[have you ever read a serious poem 
about a Squash Game?] 1 took the 
Grand Tour to Europe with 
Kim...who was still pretty. I was still 
funny, but a psychopath named Mi¬ 
nos, on the Island of Crete, took a 
shine to me and I was forced to es¬ 
cape to my parents Country Club, 
where shoes were required in the 
Grill Room. Thinking that I was the 
only college graduate of the year who 
wanted to go into Journalism, 1 
leisurely considered seeking employ¬ 
ment. This meant a lot of matinees 
and long lunches and an ocassional 
phone call to an editor. Eventually, 
I landed a job at a large advertising 
agency where I was required to wear 
expensive suits in order to “schlep” 
job orders around the building. 

Spiritually unfulfilled, I left the one 
year program after three months to 
become a staff writer at The Village 
Voice. 1 wrote The Scenes column 
and got to wear all my black cloth¬ 
ing again. While hanging around at 
the Voice , 1 was the only one there 
whose references were all prep school 
and sleep-away campuses, 1 did not 
feel comfortable, but soon learned to 
make up stories about pcket lines and 
day care centers. I stayed at the Voice 


for thirteen months (a record) when 
I received that auspicious phone call 
from Workman Publishing asking me 
to give up squalor for the Preferred 
Lifestyle. The rest as they say, is 
history. 

I was on tour for the Preppy Hand¬ 
book for seven months, almost evict¬ 
ed twice, lost the use of my telephone 
once, and actually spent the night at 
the fabulous Westward-Ho-Motel in 
fabulous Grand Forks, No. Dakota. 

I have met Regin Philbin... I have 
guest-hosted a real television show in 
Boston... and know what? 1 haven’t 
changed a bit. On the road, I still 
think about the boys and food and 
wonder if Mr. Richardson - (his real 
name), my tenth grade French 
teacher ever found out that his clock 
was a half-hour fast! 

Recently, I have written Lisa Bim- 
bach *s College Book, “the first real 
review of college life.” researched 
over two-and-a half years and a 186 
campus odyssey. In connection with 
this, I tenaciously dined regularly on 
cafeteria cuisine, tested more pizzas 
than a doughboy, and interviewed 
faculty, administration, and students 
all across the country. Since the 
book’s publication. I’ve made guest 
appearances on the Today Show, 
David Letterman, and yes, MTV. I 
have been featured in People, Roll¬ 
ing Stone, and Time. Can the College 
Hall of Fame be far away? 

On a more serious note: I was forced 
to type an article for The Washing¬ 
ton Post Book World at the Tri-Delt 
sorority house, Maimi Univeristy, in 
Oxford, Ohio. My life is not all that 
glamourous.

wealth are holding “Showdown *84" 
forums on their campuses to explore 
and debate the issues at stake in the 
1984 Presidential election. The fo¬ 
rums, many of which will be held in 
conjunction with the Reagan- 
Mondale debate on Oct. 21st, are be¬ 
ing coordinated nationally by the Na¬ 
tional Student Campaign for Voter 
Registration (NSCVR), which is 
working with the Mass. Public In¬ 
terest Research Group (MASSP1RG) 
and various campus organizations 
here in Massachusetts. 

“Polls consistently show that stu¬ 
dents are very concerned about issues 
such as the arms race, the economy, 
civil rights, the environment, wom¬ 
an's issues, and educational policy,” 
observed Gary Kalman, a senior at 
Clark University (Worchester, MA.) 
and Chairperson of MASS PI RG. 
“Yet, much of the campaign thus far 
has left students unsure about where 


the candidates really stand. These fo¬ 
rums are designed to augment the 
campaign’s focus on personality with 
some serious discussion of the 
issues.” 

Kalman reported that the forums 
are proving very popular. “300 peo¬ 
ple showed up to hear 2 Boston Col¬ 
lege faculty members debate the is¬ 
sues on Oct. 16th and on Oct. 18th 
debate between Boston University 
President John Silber and former 
New York Times reporter Ray Bon¬ 
ner attracted more than 500 people,” 
according to Kalman. “We're con¬ 
fident that the remarkable interest in 
these forums are will translate into 
highest level of young voting since 
18-years-old won the right to vote in 
1971.” 

Beth DeGrasse, national NSCVR 
coordinator, said that NSCVR, which 
already has helped register more than 
750,000 new student voters, has or¬ 
ganized 100 campus forums for Oct. 
21st. The forums will be held im¬ 
mediately before or after the nation¬ 
ally televised debate between Walter 


Author Gives $10,000 Prize/ 
For College Essay Contest 


New York, N.Y. - In an unusual 
and generous gesture, a New York 
writer and attorney has donated 
$10,000, in order to stimulate 
widespread debate on how worldwide 
peace and justice may be achieved in 
our time. 

Sturat M. Speiser is the author of 
more than 20 books, the latest of 
which is How to End the Nuclear 
Nightmare, publised in September by 
New Rivers Press and distributed by 
Dodd. Mead. In that book, he de¬ 
velops one approach to reducing the 
conflict between the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

Eager to find other approaches, 
Mr. Speiser conceived the idea of the 
year-long essay contest, which is ad¬ 
ministered by the Council on Inter¬ 
national and Public Affairs, in New 
York. The prize money will go to the 
writer of a 5,000-word essay on the 
following topic: 

How we can, without adopting so¬ 
cialism or giving up our treasured 
freedoms, modify American capital¬ 
ism to make it more equitable, and 


to reduce the level of ideological con¬ 
flict with the Soviet Union, so as to 
make possible an end to nuclear 
nightmare. 

Anyone anywhere in the world - 
except officers, trustees, and em¬ 
ployees of the Council on Internation¬ 
al and Public Affairs - eligible to 
enter. Essays must be postmarked b> 
December 31, 1985. 

It is not necessary to buy or read 
Mr. Speiser’s book to enter the con¬ 
test Essays may be devoted to sug¬ 
gestions for improving or changing 
the plan presented by Mr. Speiser, or 
they may advocate fundamentally 
new ideas related to the topic of end¬ 
ing the nuclear nightmare. 

The Council on International and 
Public Affairs is solely responsible 
for administering the contest. For

BLOOD LEVEL 
CRITICAL 


“Although we have witnessed a 
slight increase in our group O collec¬ 
tions, over the past few days, it has 
not been significant enough to pull us 
out of this critical situation" said John 
Wells, Director of Regional Services 
for the American Red Cross Blood 
Services - Northeast Region. Early 
last week the supply of group O blood 
dropped below critical levels in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, forcing the Red Cross to 
limit its service to many hospitals. An 
appeal for group O blood donors, as 
well as new blood donors, was sub¬ 
sequently issued. 

“Our blood collections did increase 
slightly, reducing our deficit for 
group O blood by about 400 units. 
But this still leaves us about 1200 
units below what is needed for hospi¬ 
tals throughout the region" explained 
Wells. “Distribution to area hospi¬ 
tals is severely affected by this short¬ 
age”, he added. The Red Cross sup¬ 
plies blood to over 160 hospitals 
throughout Massachusetts and Maine 
for medical/surgical procedures and 


treatments, including an average of 
30 open heart surgeries and multiple 
liver transplantations, sometimes on 
a weekly basis. 

Because group O is the most com¬ 
monly occuring blood group among 
the general population, it is important 
to maintain adequate levels of group 
O blood. Group O blood may be vi¬ 
tal in the treatment of major trauma 
victims and other emergency cases as 
it may also be safely transfused to pa¬ 
tients of any blood type", according 
to Wells. 

“We are particularly appealing to 
people who have never donated be¬ 
fore to help share with our regular 
blo^d donors the responsibility of 
maintaining the community blood 
supply,” says Wells. 

Generally, anyone in good health, 
18 years old (17 years with parental 
consent) or older, who weighs at least 
110 pounds and has never had hepa¬ 
titis may be able to donate blood. For 
more information on donor center’s 
hours and scheduled bloodmobiles 
call 1-800-342-8748 or your local 
American Red Cross.

optimists Want Cheerleaders? 


To the Editors: 

To an objective observer, the letter to the editor that appeared in last week's 
CONNECTOR may have seemed more argumentative than factual, but 1 feel 
there is good reason to be alarmed at the prospect of another four years un¬ 
der a Reagan administration. Chief among these are the facts that: the econ¬ 
omy is not nearly as healthy as the President would have us believe, the likei- 
hood of Americans being killed in foreign wars has increased during the past 
four years, and worst of all, 1 think, is the fact that few Americans seem 
able or willing to look beneath the President's glossy exterior, to see that 
there is something wrong with the direction in which this country is heading. 

In a speech unveiling his economic program four years ago, Reagan drama¬ 
tized his concern about the national debt by noting that it would take a stack 
of $1,000 bills 67 miles high to equal the national debt, then approaching 
$1 trilion. Not surprisingly, the President failed to mention when he present¬ 
ed his budget in March of this year that deficits under his administration would 
push the national debt to $1.8 trilion, and his stack of $1,000 bills to over 
120 miles. Reagan has tried to blame the free-spending ways of his predeces¬ 
sors for current deficits, but an analysis done by the Congressional Budget 
Office has concluded that more likely causes are the huge military buildup 
under Reagan and the 23% personal income tax cut that Reagan pushed through 
Congress in 1981. 

It is easy to lull ourselves into thinking that the deficit is an illusory issue, 
but the effects of deficit spending by this administration are very obvious, 
and painfully felt. By demanding an increased supply of credit, this adminis¬ 
tration has driven up the price of credit, which we all feel as higher interest 
rates. By relying on deficit spending, the dollar has become overvalued com¬ 
pared to foreign currencies, making American goods less affordable over¬ 
seas. As a result, an estimated 1 million American jobs will be lost this year. 
Senator David Boren summed it all up when he said, “The Republicans are 
saying live for today and don’t worry about tomorrow.” 

In the realm of foreign policy. President Reagan is more clearly a danger. 
He has trouble remembering the names of other nation’s leaders, and has 
a faltering knowledge of other nation’s histories. It seems that in Reagan's 
mind, there are only two types of governments: democracy (i.e. any anti- 
Soviet country), and totalitarian (any government that is not sufficiently anti- 
Soviet to please the President). This is , of course, a broad accusation, but 
it is one borne out by the facts. Consider that in December 1982, after a meet¬ 
ing with Guatemalan military ruler General Efrain Rios Montt, President Rea¬ 
gan said that Montt was getting a “bum rap" and was “totally dedicated 
to democracy ” But Montt had already announced in August 1982 a state 
of seige, so that the government could, he said, “kill people legally.” Ac¬ 
cording to Amnesty International, an international human rights organiza¬ 
tion, Montt's government has practiced “widespread killing, including ex¬ 
trajudicial execution of large numbers of rural noncombatants, including en¬ 
tire families as well as persons suspected of sympathy with violent or non¬ 
violent opposition groups.” There are those who will argue that this case 
is an isolated incident, but similar stories have been heard in Chile, El Sal¬ 
vador, Korea, and the Phillipines, all governments supported by the Reagan 
administration. 

It is amazing to me that a nation of people as idealistic as we are could 
support the policies of an administration as unfair as this one's. Perhaps in 
the years following Viet Nam and Watergate, we have as a people, had an 
unfufilled need to feel good about ourselves, to believe that everything will 
work out in the end. 1 believe, though that there are better ways to achieve 
that end than by the means presented by the Reagan administration.

Because, as many of you know, the Athletic 
Department here has had more expenses added to their budget, and there¬ 
fore, has had to make budget cuts. One of the cuts was the Cheerleading 
Team. However, the reason the Cheerleaders were totally taken off the Ath¬ 
letic budget was because the team and the Director of Athletics were promised 
that another association within the University would pay for all expenses that 
may be needed for the Cheerleaders. 

At this point, the Cheerleaders were told to write up a budget, which we 
did, and present it to the Dean of Students. The budget covers the cost of 
new uniforms which would replace the uniforms that are presently being used 
and are ten years old. It also covers travel expenses to cheer for away games 
for both the Football and Basketball Teams. When the budget was presented 
it was approved; and the Cheerleaders were assured that we would receive 
total funding according to the budget. 

However, I have learned not to take anyone’s word when it comes to money. 
Therefore, the Cheerleaders have gone to an A.C. meeting; and have met 
on nine different occasions with six different high ranking administrators. 
Every one of them agreed that the Cheerleaders are, as 1 have mentioned 
before, representatives of the University of Lowell; and should be given the 
support and funding we deserve. 

The funding is set aside, and everyone agrees that we should receive it, 
but no one wants to hand it over. 

Some of the excuses have been: an athletic club needs to have insurance; 
a club is only allowed so much money according to the Student Constitution; 
and, no, the Cheerleaders cannot have been told the funding is set aside if 
“1” haven't seen it. 

The Football Cheerleaders have cheered the entire football season with the 
exception of one remaining game, all without a budget. 

The Basketball Cheerleaders have been chosen with the knowledge that 
we may not receive our funding, and therefore, only ten of twelve Cheer¬ 
leaders will be able to suit up for games because of lack of uniforms. 

The Cheerleader’s coach is working hard to present a team worthy of recog¬ 
nition to the University, and worthy of representing the University, and she 
has not received, after coaching for nine years, her coach’s salary for this year. 

I don't think it’s too much to ask for new uniforms after ten years of use 
in two seasons per year. If we are representatives of the school, then we should 
get the school’s support. Why aren't we?

Because of the stringent rules of the American Assembly of Collegiate 
Schools of Business (AACSB) regarding admission of students who have com¬ 
pleted fewer than 60 credits into upper division (300/400 level) courses, the 
following special rules about registration in CMS courses will be enforced 
for all: 


Soviet Visitor 
on Campus 
November 7 


1. No person outside CMS may register for any 300/400 level course at the 
gym, November 26-28. This includes all majors: e.g., CS, EE, IT, and MI 
majors are prohibited from picking up cards there. 

2. Every person who must take a 300/400 level CMS course must have com¬ 
pleted no fewer than 60 credits by the time that (s)he begins the course. Those 
persons who are eligible under these conditions may either be registered in 
sections of their choice by advance application to CMS through the Dean 
or Assistant Dean of their own college; or, they may register for available 
assignments during the Add-Drop period by direct application to CMS. Add 
fees for this will be waived by CMS. Courses for which such students register 
must be required by their present major or minor, and each student must satisfy 
the 60-credit stipulation (see below). 

1 shall have a conprehensive printout from the Computer Center showing how 
many credits each student (both CMS and non-CMS) has completed. Any 
of three mutually exclusive and exhaustive situations may arise: 

a. The student will not be able to complete 60 credits by the end of this term. 

b. The student will have completed 60-62 credits by the end of this term. 

c. A student will have completed 63 or more credits by the end of this term.

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“COPING WITH...” 

It is a disease which affects all sys¬ 
tems in your body. It is a disease 
which can cause extreme damage to 
vital organs and can cause irrepara¬ 
ble damage to others and as a result, 
can lead to a variety of physical and 
sexual complications and illnesses. 

It can also affect a person's mood 
and mental functioning. In addition 
to the physical damage which this dis¬ 
ease can cause, it is also posssible that 
a person afflicted with this disease 
may become increasingly confused in 
his/her thinking and may experience 


lapses in memory. Bouts of depres¬ 
sion, shame, and guilt are common. 
As the disease progresses, the person 
may lose his/her ability to control the 
surge of emotions and may lose the 
ability to cope with life as a whole. 

The disease is alcoholism and can 
affect all people regardless of their 
age, sex, social or economic back¬ 
ground. Alcoholism and alcohol 
abuse has become a subject of in¬ 
creasing concern on college campuses 
these days since alcohol is common¬ 
ly used as an “ice breaker” at cam¬ 
pus socials and has in fact, become 
an accepted part of campus life. Un¬ 


fortunately, alcohol abuse has also 
developed as a growing problem on 
campuses as well as the related num¬ 
ber of complications, accidents, and 
deaths. 


For most students, alcohol is seen 
as a way to be part of the campus so¬ 
cial life and to feel good and have a 
great time. Many students drink to 
relieve the stresses of midterms, ex¬ 


ams, and to get high and to be more 
comfortable in social gatherings (also 
known as the infamous “keg par¬ 
ties”). Most college students also just 
enjoy the taste of a good drink and 
consider drinking to be perfectly Fine 
and acceptable. Most college students 
also forget that alcohol causes a var¬ 
iety of serious complications and 
dilemmas. 

Rather than being a stimulant, al¬ 
cohol is in reality a depressant which 
acts upon physical and mental 
processes. As a person drinks one 
drink/hour (12 oz. beer, 5 oz. wine, 
80 proof whiskey), the alcohol enters 
the boodstream as it is absorbed in the 
digestive system. It is then metabo¬ 
lized in the liver at the rate of 1/2 
oz./hour. As a result, thinking is 
slowed and brain cells are irrepara¬ 
bly damaged. 

The effects of alcohol abuse, or 
drinking too much in a given period 
of time, can include an increase in 
heart rate, slurred speech, lack of 
coordination and the ever-present 
morning hangover. Disorientation, 
memory loss, confusion, and extreme 
feelings of anxiety and fear are also 
some of the effects which alcohol 
may have on a person’s mental status. 

Frequent drinking to the point of 
intoxication can lead to more serious 
and long lasting effects. Alcoholism 
can result in severe physical problems 
such as cancer, cirrhosis of the liver, 
and heart disease, just to name a few. 
Mental functioning is further im¬ 
paired and the occurence of halluci¬ 
nations, personality disorders, and 
the “DT'S” are likely to become 
prevalent. 

In regard to school functioning, al¬ 
cohol abuse manifests itself in poor 
academic performance as a result of 
poor concentration and poor class at¬ 
tendance. Socially, alcohol abuse 
may result in alientation from friends, 
family, and social situations.

How 
many people will be cast aside, in 
hopes they'll fall in a net to catch 
them (meanwhile, their bellies go 
empty)? And how much technical ta¬ 
lent will be lost to perfecting ways of 
killing people? 

Worse still, is there even an end to 
his tunnel at all? Or does he expect 
it to be blown up by the time we get 
there (the question of his redemption 
is then moot). 

Beware the fake optimist, who tells 
you this country is wonderful (has he 
ever seen the Tanner Street dump in 
Lowell, or even driven through the 
more destitute streets of our shining 
town?). What he really means is that 
his country is wonderful. And if you 
still haven't lost hope in his light, then 
ask for a map. 

For four years I've been asking for 
a map, but there aren’t any! There is 
no policy in the Mideast, no policy 
of technologically feasible national 
strengthening of defense, no serious 
intent to have nuclear arms control 
negotiations with the Soviet Union, 
no plan to feed more mouths at the 
Lynn Soup Kitchen, no plan to reduce 
the suffering of families on Tanner 
Street, and no plan to increase finan¬ 
cial assistance to college students. 

Like 1 said, optimism isn't free. 1, 
for one, am tired of stumbling along 
this tunnel in the dark. 1 want a map! 
1 want a way out of the darkness! I've 
got a flashlight here (with batteries), 
and Mondale has offered me a map. 

A map Finally! Now are you com¬ 
ing with us?

CHIEFS DOWN FITCHBURG STATE 
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Gary Errico breaks through for another ULowell gain in the game 
against Fitchburg State. ULowell won 31-14. 


“UPCOMING HOCKEY” 


The University of Lowell Football 
team passsed a vital test last Sunday, 
not by upsetting a powerhouse Divi¬ 
sion 11 team (as their previous sched¬ 
ules would have forced) but by beat¬ 
ing a team who has been thrashed by 
most of their opponents and is, sub¬ 
sequently, destined for the club ranks 
next year. A letdown last week 
against Fitchburg state would have 
end the season for all intents and pur¬ 
poses because the final 2 contests in¬ 
volve the aforementioned strong op¬ 
ponents; Springfield and Central 
Connecticut. 

But a letdown was far from the 
minds of the UL gridders as they han¬ 
dily took Fitchburg, 31-14, while 
building momentum to a peak for this 
weekends game against Springfield. 
The victory' upped the Chiefs record 
to 5-2, guaranteeing them a winning 
record this year, the first since var¬ 
sity was reinstated in 1980 (the last 
winning varsity team was in 1938); 
before that, the Chiefs were a power¬ 
ful club competitor. 

The first series of the game was a 
vision, something absent in UL foot¬ 
ball since this year. The Chiefs be¬ 
gan on their own 5 yard line, thanks 
to a fine kick and a UL penalty. QB 
Dan O’Connor then completed a 17 
yard pass to SE John Copley which 
was followed up by 3 yard and 71 
yard runs by, yep, you guessed it. RB 
Gary Errico (26 rushes, 226 record 
yards. 1 TD) which brought the ball 
to the Fitchburg 4. Then ended 2 
plays later on a 7 yard hookup to 
Copley. Ron Pettmelli added the PAT 
and the Chiefs were on their way. 

On the next UL possession, the 
Chiefs mixed the pass and the run to 
move the ball downfield Two quick 
ones to Copley (9 and 24 yds.), and 
Errico run, a 17 yard pass to RB 
Steve Myers. 3 more Errico runs, an 
O’Connor run and finally a 9 yard 
pass to O’Connor second favorite tar¬ 
get. TE Dan McCafferty. for the 
touchdown. The kick was good and 
with one quarter in the books, it was 


14-0 UL. 

ULowell, again, scored on their 
opening drive of the 2nd quarter. Er¬ 
rico moved the ball 37 of the 50 yards 
the Chiefs gained on the drive which 
brought the ball from the UL 46 to 
the Fitchburg 6. The drive stalled and 
Pettinelli was called upon to make a 
25 yard field goal. Three series, 17 
points; the offense was wondering if 
it could be stopped. 

Fitchburg got the ball for precise¬ 
ly 3 plays before punting back to the 
Chiefs at the Fitchburg 43. O'Con¬ 
nor made quick work of the field po¬ 
sition, needing only 5 plays to find 
a receiver, this time it was Myers for 
30 yards and a score. The kick was 
good and things were a little fright¬ 
ening with only half the 2nd quarter 
gone and the Chiefs out front 24-0. 

The 3rd quarter opened with Erri¬ 
co personally carrying the ball from 
the ULowell 28 to the Fitchburg end- 
zone on 10 carries (he gained all 72 
yards). This is the type of thing he 
has been doing all season and it made 
the score 31-0. 

Fitchburg scored 2 meaningless 4th 
quarter touchdow ns as Perreault rest¬ 
ed his troops in preparation for the 
final 2 weeks of the year. Final score 
Ulowell 31, Fitchburg State 14. 

The Chiefs play at 1:00 on Satur¬ 
day a Cawley Stadium as they close 
out their home schedule against 
Springfield. ULowell has won five 
straight and show no signs of letting 
up. 

Final Notes: Erricos 226 yards 
upped his average to 159 yards per 
game tops in Division II and 111 na¬ 
tionwide and 11 yards more than the 
last games; O’Connor was 8 for 9 for 
129 yards and 3 TD's: Copley had 5 
catches for 73 yds. an average out¬ 
ing, while Myers had 2 receptions for 
47 yards; Fitchburg State had 1 rush¬ 
ing first down and they attempted 48 
passes: ULowell had 398 yds total 
offense and an astounding 6.1 yds per 
play average, a stat has been steadi¬ 
ly improving during the season.

ULowell has combatted Army 12 
times with a record of 7-5-0 against 
them. After the ULowell hockey 
squad has come to terms with the 
ECAC Cadets, the Chiefs will take 
on the Universitv of New Hampshire 
Wildcats at home The Chiefs played 
the UNH Wildcats twice last season 
with a record of 0-1-1. UNH is also 
a member of the newly-formed 
HOCKEY EAST The Wildcats will 
be the fourth HOCKEY EAST mem¬ 
ber to take on the Chiefs in 


the 1984-'85 season. 

The Cadets opened their season last 
weekend with a two-game sweep of 
Reyerson Tech. The Cadets return 17 
lettermen including their leading 
scorers from last year, Mike Symes 
with 82 points and Biff Shea with 74. 
The top returning goalie is Jim Sten- 
son (3.33, 17-5-1). Army will play 
Elmira October 31, before coming to 
Lowell. 

UNH is returning 15 of 19 letter- 
men including goalie Bruce Gillies, 
one of the best in the east. Dan Muse 
is the leader of the flying group of 
forwards, supported by Peter Douris 
and Jim Richmond A talented 
defense is led by seniors David Lee 
and Dwayne Robinson. The leading 
scorer for the W ildcats is freshman 
Tim Hanley with six goals and two 
assists. Hanley is followed in scor¬ 
ing by Steve Leach (0-5-5). 


The Wildcats face Boston College 
Tuesday (Oct. 30) and have a two- 
game series against Michigan at UNH 
before they face the Chiefs.
